STILL MORE RUSSIAN COAL 


The Halifax Herald of Nov. 17th re- 
cords and protests against the arrival of 
another 5,000 ton cargo of Russian coal, 
This makes up % total of 194,000 tons 
shipped into the Montreal area during the 
present year. The Herald, a Conservative 
paper, by the way, calls upon Premier 
Bennett to come home and stop this 
“dumping” of serf-produced coal in the 
selling area of the Nova Scotia mines, 

But was not Russian coal supposed to 
have been banned weeks ago, before the 
Premicr went to London in fact? Ottawa 
despatches stated so very définitely, and 
carried the information that the exclusion 
order was based on the ground that Rus- 
sia had not signed the Treaty of Ver 
sailles, Coal én route would of course be 
exempt from this order, but is it to be sup- 
posed this particular ship took a couple of 
months to drift across the Atlantic? 


THE UNEXPECTED DOES HAPPEN 


The gale on Saturday supplied the 
second warning of the kind that has been 
given this yéar as to the necessity of 
seeing that signs, and all pieces of over- 
head out-door construction, are built to 
stand the strain of terrific wind pressure, 
even in Edmonton. 

This part of the province is, fortun- 
ately, seldom subject to heavy “blows.” 
But it is the occasional and abnormal 
condition that has to be guardet against. 
Just because such storms are few and 
usually far between, there is danger of 
underestimating the surplus structural 
strength that has to be provided to with- 
stand them when they do come. 

Considering the number of huge signs 
which went adrift, the roofs which were 
torn off, the eerniees which crumbled into 
public streets, and the extent of the 
general havoe, it is a matter for wonder 
and congratulation that no person was 
killed. When repairs are being made it 
is to be hoped due attention will be given 
fo the fact that another storm of like 
intensity may come along some day and 
sweep this normally windless city and 
district. 


THE GRAND-STAND 

Saturday's wind-storm gave a twist to 
the question of whether Edmonton should 
build a new grand-stand at the exhibition 
grounds, by tearing a large part of the 
root off the present structure. 

Last December the burgesses of the 
city rejected a proposal to spend $190,000 
in the erection of a new concrete stand. 
While 3244 votes were polled in favor of 
the proposal, to 2609 against, the favor- 
able majority was not large enough to 
authorize the undertaking. 

The elements on Saturday radically 
changed the situation which existed when 
this negative decision was given. The 
roof will have to be replaced if the present 
stand is fo be used; and it may be Sus- 
pected that a stand from which the roof 
has been wrenched by wind may have also 
suffered strains which would make 
further expenditure necessary the 
interests of safety. 

The question now is whether jt is good 
business to spend the amount that will 
be required to restore the stand to the 
condition in which it was when the 
burgesses voted last December; or 
whether it would be better to complete the 
destruction begun by the wind and build 
a concrete stand, which would accomimo- 
date a far greater number of people, would 
be fire-proof and unquestionably safe. 

Council should at any rate get all the 
facts which will throw light on these 
alternatives before doing anything to re- 
construct the present stand. And if the 
expenditure necessary to restore the 
building is considerable, it would be well 
to give the taxpayers another chance to 
say Whether they prefer to put up a new 
stand-—and have done with that particular 
“problem” for a generation or so. 

COMPULSORY INSURANCE 
NEEDED 

The Calgary board of trade is asking 
the Provincial Government to secure the 
enactment of legislation to safeguard the 
public against airplane accidents, It is 
asked that the owner and operator be 
each held liable for damage to persons or 
property on the ground, whether caused 
by accident or by negligence of cither of 
these parties. 

It is suggested that no person be

licensed to operate an airplane unless he 
wr the owner of the plane gives proof of 
financial responsibility to the amount of 
$10,000 for injury or death to any one 
person in any one accident, $30,000 for 
injury or death of two or more persons, 
and $15,000 for damage to property. 

Whether these figures be too high or 
too low, the prificiple involved is one that 
Cannot be challenged, and sootier or later 
regulations giving effect to it will have 
to be adopted. As airplafies are bound to 
come into more general use, the sooner 
this question of financial responsibility 
is settled, and all concerhed given to know 
what are the conditions surrotfnding the 
operation of planes, the better. 

Meanwhile, what about the financial 
responsibility of persons driving auto- 
mobiles? They, too, imperil the lives and 
property of other people. But the ap- 
plicant for & motor car license is not asked 
whether he can pay $10,000 damages if 
he kills or injures some person; hor 
whether he can pay $10. Every day 
people are killed or injured by drivers 
who have nothing with which to pay 
damages. Is that fair? 

Not many people have been killed or 
injured, ot suffered property damage in 
Alberta by the erashing of airplanes. 
Dozens have been killed, hund=°4s injured, 
and thousands Of dollars of property 
damage done, by atitomobiles, If the 
family of a man who is killed by a falling 
airplane is entitled to conipensation, why 
not the.family of a man who is run down 
by a motor car?

USING WATER FOR TREATMENTS IN THE 
HOME 


Water treatments are easy to apply, often 
have surprisingly beneficial results, and even 
when improperly given cannot do much harm. 
Yet we have in the external and internal 
baths some of the most powefful therapeutic 
agencies at the command of anyone. 

Everyone knows of the cleansing power of 
water, This is made use ef externally with 
baths, showers and sponge baths, and inter- 
nally with enemas. HByeryone should khow of 
the use of hot water for relaxing the tissues 
and bringing a greater amount of blood to 
a part and relieving pain, It is alse well to 
know that cold water may be used for the pur- 


pose of contracting the blood vessels, toning | 
up a part, reducing fevers, producing a circu- | 


latory reaction and relieving local ifritation. 

‘The best all round treatment is undoubt- 
edly the enema or internal bath, It may be 
used in every acute and chronic ailment and 


is indicated when pain is present in any part | 
This is the quickest of all meth- | 
ods for getting rid of intestinal polsonings | 


of the body.

may be used elsewhere. Hot water Myf be 
used very effectively in increasing the circu- 
lation of blood to the pelvic ofgans, In all 
painful affections of the geénito-urinary sys- 
tem or lower abdominal organs, a very effec- 
tive remedy will be found in hot sitz baths, 
sitting in water as hot as ean be borne for 
about ten minutes. In pelvic weakness this 
hot sil bath is best followed by a cold sitz 
bath lasting two or three minutes for the 
toning effect. 

For the relief of headache, one of the fin- 
est treatments is to use a twenty-minute hot 
foot bath to draw the blood away from the 
head into the lower extremities, Foft the re- 
lief of backache, a hot shower directed for 
about twenty minutes on the sore area will be 
found very effective. Hot water may also be 
applied in the form of hot enemas, hot 
dotiches, hot packs, poultices, ete. Hot water 
is effective in Gausing boils and carbiineles to 
come to a head. It is also effective in relax- 
ing rheumatic pains. When a small part, 
such as a finger or toe, is struck by _a blow 
it is often wise to apply cold in the form of 
an ice pack for a few minutes. This cold 
treatment contracts the capillaries and stops 
the flow of blood so that the part does not 
hecome blue and swollen, But after this ef- 
fect has been produced for about twenty min- 
utes, it is always wise to follow by the admin- 
istration of warm water which 1s gradually 
brought up to as high a temperature as the 
body ean stand without burning.

Queen Mary of Scotland made Lord Darn- 
ley het husband chiefly because he was of 
royal blood and next heir, after herself, to 
England. But he was handsome and attrac- 
tive, too, and at 19 it was impossible to tell 
how foolish he was going to be. 

She made him King Consort. However, 
this did not satisfy him. He wanted the 
crown matrimonial. 

Mary would not consent. Neither would 
her counsellots, chief among whom was David 
Rigzio, her Italian secretary. Darnley de- 
términed to get rid of this man. thinking that 
then he could have his own way with the 
queen. 

He had no trouble obtaining supporters for 
his scheme. The Harl of Morton, Lord Lind- 
say, Lord Ruthven and others joined in. He 
could count, too, on the support of Mary's own 
brother, Moray. He was convinced he svon 
would be holding his wife prisoner while he 
reigned in his own right. 

At nightfall of March 7, 1666, the Earl of 
Morton placed 500 soldiers about Holyrood 
Palace, bringing 150 of them into the inner 
court and locking the gates. Meantime Darn- 
ley dined in his own rooms, which were just 
underneath Mary’s, with lenaeny Ruthven 
and George Douglas. Ruthven, though con- 
sumed by fever and sick abed, had gotten up 
to be in on this party. 

The quartette was joined presently by 
Morton and some others. Then Darnley led 
the conspirators quietly up a stairease that 
connected hie quarters with the chambers of 
Mary. At the top he left them, it being un- 
derstood that he was to go ahead and talk to 
Mary and the persons with her until the time 
for the murder was ripe. It was known that 
Riggio was with the queen, also her half-bro- 
ther and sister, several gentlemen and her 
French doctor. 

Darnley entered, kissed Mary, and sat down 
by her side. His arm was around her, “Have 
you supped?” she asked. 

At this minute Ruthven, his armour show- 
ing under his loose gown, stepped into the 
room. Maty, thinking him wandering in de- 
lirium, spoke to him gently, He replied by 
demanding Rizzio. Almost simultaneously he 
made a dagger thrust at the secretary, 

Rizzio retreated into a window recess. 
“Madame!” he cried, “I am a dead man,” 

“Fear not,” said Mary, “the king will not 
suffer you to be hurt in my presence.” 

Darnley now hesitated; but his friends did 
not. All were now in the chamber, where 
confusion reigned, with Rizzio clinging to 
Mary's skirt and moaning, “Save me! Save 
me!” 

Ruthven pushed Mary back into Darnley’s 
arms, He forced her into a chair and held 
her fast.

motorist today and rigorous 
dealing of them by the courts, 
asserting that a betterment in 
road conditions would do much 
to alleviate the plight of the poor 
persecuted motorist.

dent said: “The Alberta Govern- | 


ment is not building roads as 
well as they should be built and 
is falling behind the other prov- 
inces in this respect. 

Claiming that gravel on the 
Alberta roads is too deep and a 
menace to the life and property 
of the motorist, the president 
cited many accidents at the in- 
famous 8 turn on the Calgary 
trail,

surance of the motorists,

If your money goes to workers in Canadian factories, don't you put them 
in a better position to buy your wheat, your butter, your egas, and all 
your other farm products? Not only that, but because you have bought 
their products, haven't you established a first claim to their considera- 
tion when they come into the market to buy products such as you have for 
sale? It’s simply the community trading principle ona little broader scale! 


But send your dollars to factory workers in other countries, and what 
assurance have you that such workers will ever buy as much asa cent's 
worth of your products in return? Your dollars have gone far beyond 
the community circle, beyond even the national family circle, 
have gone where there is no mutuality of interest, to countries where it 
is impossible for you to influence their spending in the slightest degree. 


Or, .o use quite a different and in some respects perhaps a little better 
illustration to demonstrate this community of interest, jet us suppose 
you are a Quehec farmer, and that you contributed your portion to the 
$8,903,885 that Canada spent last year for imported corn to feed cows, 


hens, and hogs. 


What would have happened if this money, instead of heing sent to corn 
growers outside of Canada, had been spent with grain growers inf Western 
Canada for the feed wheat and feed barley they had for sale—-teeds that 
would have been equally as good for the production of milk and eggs, 
and considerably better for the production of bacon? 
Western grain grower have had more money with which to buy the pro- 
ducts of Quebec factories? And if Quebec factory workers had had more 
money to spend, wouldn't that have meant a better market for your 


milk, eg4s, and pork? 


Some of the money you spent for imported corn would almost certainly 
have come back to you if you had spent it for Canadian feeds instead. 
As it was, how much do you think ever came back from the foreign corn 


grower to whom it was actually sent? 


So getting back to where we started from, don't you agree that it always 
pays in the long run to develop trading operations as much as possible 


within the family circle?
